Opposition 

There  is  much  opposition  to 
the  Sunday  schools,  especially 
from  the  privileged  classes. 
Some  fear  that  if  the  children 
arc  educated  they  will  ntvlanger 
be  willing  to  work  with  their 
bands  or  to  submit  to  author¬ 
ity.  Teaching  the  youngsters  to 
write  is  regarded  as  particular¬ 
ly  dangerous. 

The  Baptist  Sunday  Schools 
are  patterned  after  those  of  Rob¬ 
ert  Haikes,  generally  regarded 
ai  the  founder  of  Sunday 
schools.  Raikes  first  establish¬ 
ed  his  schools  about  five'  years 
ago  for  the  ignorant  children  of 
Glouchester. 

As  the.  children  work  long 
hours  during  the  weCk  in  fac¬ 
tories  and  elsewhere,  Sunday  is 
only  tim^  they  have  for  studies. 
On  their  free  day  the  waifs  are 
led  into  Raikes’  schools  where 
they  are  'giveQ..SAv;ular  and  re¬ 
ligious  traini^. 

Follow  Raikes 

Fox’s  schools  follow  the  Raik¬ 
es  plan  in  that  children  will  be 
taught  to  read  and  write.  The 
Sunday  School  Society’s-  religi¬ 
ous  instruction  will  be  limited 
to  the  Bible,  however,  whereas 
Raikes’  schools  use  catechisms. 

While  English  Baptists  have 
been  active  in  promoting  many 
social  reforms,  their  interest  in 
education  has  not  been  pronoun¬ 
ced  until  now.

lications  concerning  a  proposed 
increase  in  second  class  mail 
rates  for  non-profit  publications. 

^  The  protests  are  mounting  as 
publishers  of  non-profit  news¬ 
papers  and  magalnes  have  a 
chance  to  analyze  the  impact 
which  the  Senate  version  of  the 
postal  rate  bill  would  have  on 
their  circulation  costs. 

-ffhe  impact  varies  widely,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  individual  publi¬ 
cation.  The  smaller  the  religious 
periodical,  the  greater  will  be 
affected  in  varying  degrees,  ac¬ 
cording  to  where  they  are  pub¬ 
lished,  and  the  volume  of  adver¬ 
tising,  if  any,  that  they  carry. 
Those  published,  in  the  central 
portion  of  the  nation  are  less 
affected  tha  nthose  published  in 
New  England,  the  West,  or  the 
South.  Such  national  periodicals 
as  the  Denver  Catholic  Register 
and  the  Christian  Science  Mon¬ 
itor  face  Increases  in  postage 
charges  of  more  than  100  per¬ 
cent. 

Bill  Has  Two  Impacts 
The  Senate  bill  has  two  im¬ 
pacts:  (1)  it  increases  the  mini¬ 
mum  charge  per  piece  and  all 
religious  periodicals  which 
weigh  less  than  five  to  a  pound 
(3.2  ounces  per  copy)  will  be 
affected  by  this:  (2)  for  heavier 
periodicals  which' circulate  na¬ 
tionally,  the  port^n  devoted  to 


advertising  faces  a  stiff  increase 
in  rates. 

The  present  minimum  per 
piece  rate  for  non-profit  period¬ 
icals  in  second  class  is  one- 
eighth  of  a  cent  each.  Since  the 
frat  rate  for  all  such  periodicals 
is  one  and  ohe-half  cents  per 
pound,  the  minimum  rate  affects 
only  those  publications  which 
weigh  12  copies  to  the  pound  or 
less  (or  IV*  ounces  per  copy), 
Under  the  House  bill,  this 
would  remain  the  same  as  it 
present,  but  under  the  Senate 
bill,  there  would  be  three  incre¬ 
ments  in  1958,  1958  and  1960, 
which  would  raise  the  minimum 
to  one-fourth  cent  per  copy. 

At  the  same,  time,  the  Senate 
bill  would  actually  reduce  the 
rate  for  religious  papers  carry¬ 
ing  no  advertising  to  one.  and 
one-fourth  cents  per  pound. 
Thus,  the  minimum  rate  will 
represent  a-flat  rate  for  all  pe¬ 
riodicals  weighing  five  or  more 
copies  to  the  pound.  They  will 
pay  one-fourth  cent  for  each 
copy,  regardless  of  destination. 

Some  100% 

Those  publications  which  are 
so  small  that  they  are  now  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  one-eighth  cent  min¬ 
imum  will  have  their  postage 
bill  increased  100  percent.  Those 
whose  average  weights  fall  be¬ 
tween  1.25  ounces  per  copy  and 
3.2  ounces  per  copy  face  in¬ 
creases  of  varying  percentages, 
the  larger  the  paper,  the  less 
the  increase  —  a  factor  which  is 
causing  more  than  a  little  criti¬ 
cism  of  the  Senate  bill.

FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD 
REPORTS  TO  THE  PEOPLE 


50  Churches  Leading  In  Gifts 
To  Co-Op  Program  First  Qihirter 


Foreign  Board  Appoints 
Eight  for  Mission  Work 
The  first  Southern  Baptist 
foreign  missionary  appointees  of 
1958  were  dedicated  at  the 
March  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  The  four  couples 
brought  the  total  number  of 
active  Southern  Baptist  foreign 
missionaries  to  1.188. 


the  first  direct  communication 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has 
received  from  Baptists  of  that 
country  since  the  beginning  of 
World  War  II,  Dr.  Sadler  said. 
“Romania  has  been  more  closed 
than  Russia,”  Jie  added. 

Among  other  things  the  letter 
said:  "We  are  all  well.  The 
Lord’s  work  is  going  on  well. 
We  are  teaching  in  the  semi¬ 
nary.”  The  writer  Is  a  profes¬ 
sor  in  the  Baptist  theological 
sefhinary  in  Bucharest. 

The  last  paragraph  of  the  let¬ 
ter  gives  an  indication  of  the 
lack  of  communication.  It  says, 
“Please  give  my  best  wishes  and 
kindest  regards  to  Dr.  Rankin.” 
(Dr.  M.  Theron  Ranki^,  former 
executive  secretary  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  died  in  1953.) 

Crawley  Discusses 
Orient  Seminarieu 

The  March  report  of  Drt  J. 
Winston  Crawley,  the  Board’s 
secretary  for  the  Orient,  was 
one  in  a  series  on  the  various 
elements  of  Southern  Baptist 
mission  work  in  Asia.  Previ¬ 
ous  reports  have  emphasized  the 
planning  and  strengthening  of 
New  Testament  churches  as  the 
central  mission  objective. 

“But  the  objective  cannot  be 
attained  by  direct  evangelism 
alone,  even  when  direct  evan¬ 
gelism  is  understood  in  its 
broadest  sense,”  Dr.  Crawley 
said.  “’There  are  two  kinds  of 
institutional  mission  work 
which  are  essentially  related  to 
Indigenous  churches.  One  la 
theological  seminary  work  for 
the  training  of  national  leader¬ 
ship  for  the  churches:  and  thc< 
other  is  publication  work  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  churches  with  proper 
tools  for  evangelism  and  religi¬ 
ous  education.  These  two  ele¬ 
ments,  in  one  form  or  another, 
must  be  available  to  every  mis¬ 
sion  area. 

“Of  our  10  Orient  mission 
areas,  eight  have  formal  semi¬ 
nary  work.  We  have  no  such 
work  in  Hawaii  because  young 
people  from  the  Islands  attend 
our  seminaries  here  in  the 
States.  In  Pakistan  our  actual 
program  of .  work  has  not  yet 
begun,  but  we  shall  probably 
need  to  plan  for  formal  train¬ 
ing  of  church  leadership  there 
within  a  few  years. 

“Most  of  these  seminaries  are 
very  young.  In  Japan  we  had 
engaged  in  seminary  work  be¬ 
fore  World  War  II;  but  the  pres¬ 
ent  seminary  and  training 
school  there  were  organized  in 
1947.  The  Hong  Kong  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  opened  Its 
doors  in  September,  1951.  The 
others  are  even  younger. 

"All  the  Orient  seminaries  ex-^ 
cept  the  one  in  Malaya/Xw 
have  permanent  campus  sites 
...  Fair  progcaas  has  been 
made  in  the  assembling  of  fac¬ 
ulties.  -

Dr.  Cauthen  Stresses 
Need  for  Missionaries 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  reported  on  a  re¬ 
cent  trip  to  Mexico  and  Equa¬ 
torial  Brazil.  “A  visit  to  the 
Equatorial  Mission  of  Brazil  is 
an  unforgettable  experience,” 
he  said.  “The  area  is  so  great 
and  the  needs  are  so  many  that 
one  Is  impressed  with  the  vast 
possibilities  Of  service. 

“It  is  of  great  urgency  that 
we  strengthen  the  missionary 
staff  in  the  Equatorial  Mission 
as  early  as  possible.  Tragic 
losses  have  oecurred  from  death 
and  other  causes;  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  misstodaries  la  sadly  de¬ 
pleted.  The  death  of  Mission¬ 
ary  John  S.  Oliver  in  a  plane 
crash  has  done  much  to  deepen 
the  spiritual  tone  of  the  church 
where  he  ministered  and  has 
brought  to  all  the  Mission  a 
fresh  sense  of  commitment  to 
Christ  and  bis  will. 

“Observations  growing  out  of 
this  need  in  Equatorial  Brazil 
have  strengthened  our  convic¬ 
tion  that  we  must  press  forward 
with  increasing  missionary  per¬ 
sonnel  without  delay.  The  sec¬ 
ret  of  world  missions  advance 
is  life  dedication. 

“We  must  address  ourselves 
afresh  to  prayer  and  to  testi¬ 
mony  in  order  that  many  young 
people  may  give  themselves  to 
this  labor  We  must  keep  in

Statistical  reports  of  the  Ja¬ 
pan  Baptist  Convention  for  1957 
indicate  gratifying  growth  dur¬ 
ing  its  10th  postwar  year  Sixty- 
four  organised  churctTes  (of 
which  43  are  self-supporting), 
37  pioneer  mission  chapels,  and 
58  other  mission  points  make  a 
total  of  159  places  where  the 
gospel  is  proclaimed  regularly. 

There  were  1,138  baptisms  dur¬ 
ing  the  yew  to  bring  the  total 
membership  of  Japan  Baptist 
churches  to  10,495,  a  10  per  cent 
increase  over  1956.  Of  these,  6,- 
293  are  active,  resident  mem¬ 
bers. 

Enrolment  in  the  Sunday 
schools  rose  to.  12.547  last  year 
and  the  average  attendance  was 
8,159.  Training  Unions  enlisted 
1,307  young  people  and  adults. 

17  Pet.  Increase 
Giving  showed  a  17  per  cent 
increase  over  1956  for  a  total 
equivalent  to  $109,638  in  U.  S. 
money.  The  people  gave  $4,300 
to  their  Christmas  offering,  sur¬ 


passing  their  goal  by  50  per 
ceht  This  money  will  help  pro¬ 
vide  a  pastorium  and  worship 
center  in  Shuri,  Okinawa  where 
Japan  Baptists  have  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  work. 

In  analyzing  these  statistics, 
which  have  recently  come  from 
the  press.  Missionary  Edwin  B. 
Dozier  says:  “The  ^ving  aver¬ 
ages  $10.43  per  member  or  $17.- 
38  per  active,  resident  member. 
Of  the  gifts,  15.5  per  cent  went 
to  the  convention’s  co-operative 
mission  work  and  12  per  cent  to 
capital  needs. 

One-Fourth  Students 

"Oftentimes  members  of  the 
Japan  churches  trgvel  as  much 
as  One  to  two  hours  each  Sun¬ 
day  to  attend  chunh;  and  be¬ 
cause  of  the  t^sportatlon 
costs  they  cannot  give  as  liber¬ 
ally  as  they  would  like  Some 
stay  home  a  Sunday  or  two  so 
that'they  may  have  a  more  wor¬ 
thy  offering.  Perhaps  one  fourth 
of  the  total  membership  are  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  little  or  no  earn¬ 
ings.  And  another  one  fourth 
are  Christian  wives  of  non- 
Christian  husbands. 

"Preachers  of  the  Japan  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  give  their  full 
time  to  the  ministrycinstead  of 
looking  about  for  a  job  on  the 
side,  to  support  their  families. 
Modest  salaries  are  not  burdens 
to  the  congregations,  but  chal¬ 
lenges.”
